Pursuant  to  the  foregoing  Warrant  200  registered  Voters  of  the 
Town  of  Mendon  met  at  the  Town  Hall  this  17th  day  of  January 
1964  and  acted  on  the  Articles  in  said  Warrant.  The  Check  List  was 
used  upon  entering  the  Meeting,  according  to  the  By-Laws  of  the 
Town.  The  Meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  Town  Clerk.  After 
the  reading  of  the  Warrant,  the  Moderator  asked  permission  of  the 
meeting  to  admit  several  people  from  outside  the  Town  who  were 
concerned  with  the  subject  of  the  meeting.  Mr.  Oppewal,  the  Town 
Counsel  was  present  as  were  members  of  the  Press. 

Article  1.  Report  of  the  Housing  Authority  as  given  by  Mr. 
Frank  Dudley,  Chairman  of  the  Committee. 

Progress  Report.  As  Chairman  of  the  Housing  Authority 
of  the  Town  of  Mendon,  I  wish  to  submit  the  following 
progress  report  in  behalf  of  that  Authority. 

The  Mendon  Housing  Authority,  as  authorized  by  the 
voters  at  the  March  8,  1963  Town  Meeting,  and  appointed 
by  the  Mendon  Board  of  Selectmen  are  as  follows:  Law¬ 
rence  Pezzella,  Robert  Jackson,  Charles  Leonard  and 
Frank  Dudley,  One  appointment,  made  by  the  Common¬ 
wealth  for  three  years,  is  John  Mori  arty. 
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The  first  organization  meeting  was  held  on  September  17, 
1963.  Mr.  Christopher  McCarthy  of  the  State  Housing 
Board  was  present  and  outlined  established  procedure. 

The  Certificate  of  Organization  from  the  Commonwealth 
was  received  on  the  23d  of  October  1963. 

The  authority  met  on  October  8,  1963  and  viewed  five  sites. 

The  Authority,  as  well  as  the  land  representative  of  the 
State,  after  viewing  these  sites,  was  unanimous  in  its  selec¬ 
tion  of  the  land  owned  by  Merton  and  Vernon  Barrows. 

This  land  is  located  off  Blackstone  Street.  The  land  was 
chosen  because  of  its  close  proximity  to  the  Town  center 
and  activities.  This  land  was  for  sale  and  would  require 
no  seizure  by  the  eminent  domain  law  against  the  will  of 
the  owners. 

We  are  now  proceeding  with  the  next  phase  of  the  project 
which  will  be  to  take  boring  and  percolation  tests.  This  is 
the  progress  report  to  date. 

Mr.  Dudley,  the  Chairman,  answered  several  questions  from 
the  floor.  It  was  voted  that  the  above  report  be  accepted  as  a  report 
of  progress. 

Article  2.  The  Finance  Committee  report  on  this  article  was 
given  by  Joseph  Taylor,  Chairman,  and  was  submitted  as  a  motion 
for  this  article.  The  motion  was  seconded.  A  report  was  given  by 
Mr.  Magliocca  of  the  School  Building  Committee.  It  was  in  sub¬ 
stance  a  summary  of  the  brochure  that  had  been  given  the  voters 
through  the  mail,  and  at  the  entrance  to  the  meeting  hereby  held. 
There  was  also  an  architect’s  drawing  on  view  at  the  front  of  the 
hall.  Mr.  Magliocca  answered  questions  from  the  floor  as  did  Mr. 
Lion  of  the  same  Committee.  Mr.  Lion  explained  the  method  to  be 
used  in  financing  the  building.  He  also  answered  questions  from 
the  meeting  members  as  to  re-imbursements,  interest  rates,  type  of 
notes  and  general  financing  methods.  Questions  were  asked  from 
the  floor  as  to  the  tax  impact  of  this  appropriation.  This  was 
answered  by  Mr.  Thatcher  of  the  School  Committee.  Further  ques¬ 
tions  were  asked  as  to  the  uses  of  the  several  rooms  and  changes 
to  come  from  the  additional  rooms  available.  The  General  all-pur¬ 
pose  room  was  next  discussed.

1.  $95,000.00  be  appropriated  from  the  Stabilization  Fund; 

2.  An  equal  sum  of  $95,000.00  be  appropriated  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  the  authority  of  Section  9D  of  Chapter  645, 
Acts  of  1948  of  the  General  Laws,  as  amended,  and 

3.  That  the  Treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen, 
be  authorized  and  directed  to  issue  and  sell  as  one 
issue,  or  from  time  to  time  as  two  or  more  issues,  serial 
bonds  or  notes  of  the  Town  aggregating  $60,000.00  in 
principle  amount  under  authority  of  Chapter  645  of  the 
Acts  of  1948,  as  amended,  and  that  all  of  the  bonds  or 
notes  shall  be  issued  and  sold  in  accordance  with  the 
applicable  provisions  of  said  Chapter  44  of  the  General 
Laws,  as  amended,  but  each  issue  of  bonds  or  notes 
shall  be  a  separate  loan  which  shall  be  paid  in  not  more 
than  ten  years  from  the  date  thereof.

THE  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and 
the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Mendon: 

I  hereby  submit  to  you  this  report  for  the  Police  Department 
for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1964. 

In  October  a  meeting  was  held  at  the  Milford  Police  Station 
with  all  Police  Chiefs  in  this  immediate  area  for  the  purpose  of  set¬ 
ting  up  a  mutual  aid  program  in  these  towns.  Also  instructions  were 
given  at  a  later  meeting  by  a  State  Police  Sergeant  from  the 
Framingham  State  Police  School  on  the  control  of  riots.  This  meet¬ 
ing  was  well  attended  by  Police  Officers  of  this  Town  and  much 
was  learned. 

A  seat  desk  was  purchased  for  the  cruiser,  also  a  measuring 
wheel  which  can  be  used  by  one  man  safely  in  and  around  traffic 
instead  of  the  old  style  tape  which  required  two  men  and  was  not 
efficient  in  traffic. 

In  cooperation  with  the  Selectmen  and  the  Massachusetts  De¬ 
partment  of  Public  Works  an  investigation  was  made  at  two  main 
intersections  to  try  to  remedy  conditions  that  exist  there.  Also  a 
survey  was  made  of  the  most  traveled  roads  and  speed  signs  recom¬ 
mended  in  these  areas. 

It  is  with  deep  regret  that  a  fatal  accident  had  to  be  placed  in 
Police  files  again  this  year. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  thank  the  Selectmen,  Citizens  of  Mendon 
and  all  members  of  the  Police  Department  for  their  help  and 
cooperation.

Failure  to  do  so,  after  being  duly  notified,  the  delinquent  owner  of 
a  dog  can  be  summoned  into  court  and  fined  the  sum  of  $15.00, 
according  to  law. 

All  dogs,  according  to  law,  must  be  collared  and  tagged.  Any 
dog  found  to  be  without  same  can  be  picked  up  by  the  Dog  Officer 
as  a  stray  dog  and  be  taken  to  the  pound.  When  and  if  the  owner 
is  learned,  he  can  be  assessed  any  charges  resulting  from  this  dog 
being  picked  up.  The  fee  for  same  as  established  by  law  is  $1.50 
per  day.  Stray  dogs,  according  to  law,  have  to  be  confined  for  a 
period  of  10  days,  unless  claimed  earlier  by  their  owner. 

Any  dog,  three  months  old  and  over,  must  be  licensed.  In  the 
case  of  a  dog  having  been  spayed,  the  spaying  certificate  must  be 
presented  when  application  for  a  license  is  made.

The  first  major  activity  concerned  the  establishment  of  an 
equalized  tax  assessment  for  all  real  and  personal  property  which, 
in  accordance  with  instructions  received  from  the  State  Tax  Com¬ 
mission  had  to  be  accomplished  during  1964.  After  several  meetings 
on  this  matter  with  the  Board  of  Assessors  and  groups  of  interested 
citizens,  a  Special  Town  Meeting  was  held,  at  which  it  was  voted 
that  a  re-appraisal  be  carried  out  by  professional  appraisers  on  a 
100%  market  value  basis  at  a  cost  of  $9,200.  Also  at  that  meeting  it 
was  voted  that  we  adopt  the  State  Assessment  System  as  provided 
by  Section  7A  of  Chapter  58  of  the  General  Laws  which,  in  general, 
provides  the  local  assessors  with  professional  assistance  when  re¬ 
quired.  The  re-appraisal  was  carried  out  by  Whipple,  Magane  & 
Darcy  Co.  of  Andover,  Mass,  and  was  completed  during  July  1964. 

During  1964  the  Planning  Board  received  its  first  application 
for  a  35  dwelling  sub-division  which  carried  with  it  a  request  to 
extend  the  present  water  line  from  Bates  Street  to  a  point  approxi¬ 
mately  three-fourths  of  a  mile  westerly  on  Bellingham  Road,  in 
order  to  provide  water  for  this  proposed  sub-division.  As  a  result 
of  several  meetings  on  this  matter  with  the  Board  of  Water  Com¬ 
missioners  and  the  Planning  Board,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  denied 
the  sub-division  application  solely  on  the  basis  of  extending  the 
water  lines.  This  denial  was  based  on  the  following  reasons: 

1.  An  engineering  survey  made  by  our  supplier  showed  that 
due  to  the  size  of  our  present  water  lines  we  could  only  accommo¬ 
date  an  additional  35  dwellings  before  a  serious  drop  in  water 
pressure  would  be  encountered  thus  creating  a  problem  to  all  resi¬ 
dents  using  the  line. 

2.  Approving  the  extension  of  the  water  line  to  accommodate 
this  sub-division  would  commit  all  the  reserve  capacity  which  we 
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presently  have,  and,  out  of  necessity,  deny  water  to  any  new 

dwelling  built  between  the  present  and  proposed  terminus. 

In  denying  this  application  for  the  aforementioned  reasons  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  urged  the  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  to 
again  address  itself  to  the  water  problem  as  it  affects  the  Town  in 
general  and  present  such  a  plan  to  the  voters.  Our  reasons  for  such 
a  request  are  obvious.  First,  the  serious  drought  encountered  this 
past  Summer  left  many  of  our  residents  without  water  for  an  ex¬ 
tended  period  of  time,  creating  a  real  hardship  and  compelling 
many  to  undergo  the  personal  expense  of  providing  themselves  with 
artesian  wells.  Secondly,  and  just  as  importantly,  this  Town  must 
make  serious  and  prompt  attempts  to  attract  some  form  of  private 
industry  in  order  to  provide  the  revenue  which  would  help  stabilize 
our  tax  structure.  It  is  most  difficult  to  attract  any  industry  unless 
we  can  provide  town  water.  Lastly,  is  must  be  pointed  out  that  on 
the  average  the  taxes  on  each  new  dwelling  are  equal  to  about  one- 
third  of  the  expenses  incurred  and  naturally  the  difference  must  be 
made  up  by  each  of  us. 

It  is  the  plan  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  during  1965  to  bring 
before  the  voters  of  this  Town  the  possible  adoption  of  Chapter  40, 
Section  8A  of  the  General  Laws  which  will  permit  the  establishment 
of  an  Industrial  Development  Commission  for  the  purpose  of  pro¬ 
moting  and  developing  the  industrial  resources  of  our  Town.  This 
we  feel  is  a  necessity  if  we  wish  to  progress  in  this  direction. 

The  Board  also  held  frequent  discussions  in  relation  to  our  up¬ 
coming  Tercentenary  Celebration  in  1967.  As  a  result  of  these  dis¬ 
cussions  it  was  determined  that  a  public  hearing  would  be  held 
early  in  1965  in  order  that  those  interested  would  be  able  to  express 
their  views.  The  Board  also  decided  to  appoint  a  steering  committee 
early  in  1965  whose  main  purpose  will  be  to  plan  and  carry  out  a 
celebration  in  accordance  with  the  desires  of  the  residents  of  the 
Town.  We  sincerely  solicit  everyone’s  support  in  this  endeavor. 

We  again  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  our  citizens  for  the 
interest  shown  in  our  Towm  affairs  and  solicit  their  continued  efforts 
toward  this  end.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  Mendon  School  Committee  and  the  Mendon-Upton 
Regional  School  District  Committee: 

This  is  my  fifth  annual  report  as  Superintendent  of  Schools.  It 
is  a  pleasant  task  to  submit  it  to  committees  who  have  been  so  help¬ 
ful,  and  cooperative  in  solving  our  school  problems. 

Detailed  reports  of  the  Supervisor  of  Elementary  Schools,  the 
Principal  of  Nipmuc  Regional  High  School,  and  other  supervisors 
are  included.  The  facts  presented  in  these  should  be  of  interest  to 

all. 


Sometime  in  the  Spring  of  1965,  the  addition  to  the  Mendon 
Center  School  should  be  ready  to  occupy.  This  additional  space  will 
allow  us  to  rearrange  our  classrooms  to  make  a  more  functional 
school  and  utilize  the  basement  area  in  the  old  building  for  a  much 
more  efficient  cafeteria.  It  will  also  allow  us  to  use  the  new  Multi¬ 
purpose  room  to  strengthen  our  music,  physical  education,  and  class 
activity  programs.  We  hope  also  that  town  groups  will  take  advan¬ 
tage  of  the  facilities. 

Preliminary  work  is  now  progressing  for  plans  for  an  addition 
to  Nipmuc  Regional  High  School.  Three  conferences  have  been 
held  with  the  School  Building  Assistance  Commission.  In  the  very 
near  future  the  Committee  will  be  in  a  position  to  employ  an  archi¬ 
tect  and  get  cost  estimates.  The  building  is  now  at  capacity.  In 
June  1965,  78  Seniors  will  graduate,  but  140  seventh  grade  pupils 
will  enroll,  increasing  our  enrollment  by  approximately  60.  In  June 
1966,  86  Seniors  will  graduate,  but  136  will  enroll  in  the  seventh 
grade,  increasing  the  enrollment  by  50  more.  A  study  of  the  enroll¬ 
ment  chart  in  this  report  shows  that  this  trend  will  continue  for 
some  time. 

The  year  1965  could  become  an  important  one  for  education  in 
Massachusetts.  The  report  of  the  Commission  on  Education  should 
bring  about  some  needed  changes  in  our  state  organization,  and 
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particularly  to  the  financial  support  given  to  the  cities  and  towns 
by  the  Commonwealth.  We  urge  town  officials  and  townspeople  to 
study  these  proposals  and  to  lend  support  where  necessary  to  obtain 
relief  for  those  who  are  now  burdened  with  local  real  estate  taxes. 

Salary  schedules  in  September  1965  will  change.  Our  minimum 
will  then  be  $5000  for  a  teacher  with  a  Bachelor  s  degree,  and  no 
teaching  experience,  with  a  maximum  of  $7000  after  ten  years  of 
experience.  We  are  now  at  the  minimum  required  by  State  Law. 
Even  with  this  upward  adjustment  we  are  finding  our  towns  below 
those  minimums  established  by  some  of  our  neighbors.  Thus  we  are 
not  in  any  better  position  to  attract  qualified  personnel  than  we 
were  in  the  past. 

Again  let  me  express  sincere  appreciation  to  the  School  Com¬ 
mittees,  and  to  all  those  who  have  contributed  to  the  continued 
success  in  our  schools.

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REPORT  OF 
SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Mendon,  the  School  Committee 
submits  this  annual  report: 

In  considering  the  budget  for  1965,  we  find  an  increase  of 
nearly  twelve  per  cent.  This  is  based  on  occupying  the  new  six 
room  addition  with  the  increased  service  costs. 

Approximately  six  per  cent  is  in  salaries  for  instruction;  four 
per  cent  for  a  new  driven  well  with  pump  and  piping  and  two  per 
cent  for  transportation  of  special  pupils. 

It  is  hoped  that  construction  may  be  completed  in  June  thus 
allowing  time  for  renovations  to  be  made  in  the  present  building 
during  the  summer  months.  For  information  on  the  construction  of 
the  new  addition,  we  refer  you  to  the  report  of  the  School  Building 
Committee. 

With  the  opening  of  school  in  September,  we  found  ourselves 
faced  with  the  necessity  of  consolidating  two  classes  in  one  class¬ 
room  or  conducting  double  sessions.  The  former  course  was  chosen 
and  two  fourth  grade  classes  were  placed  in  one  of  the  larger  class¬ 
rooms  with  two  teachers  in  charge.  This  arrangement  was  found 
to  be  unsatisfactory  culminating  in  the  resignation  of  both  teachers. 
An  experienced  teacher  has  now  been  engaged  who,  we  hope,  with 
the  help  of  a  full  time  teacher’s  aid,  will  be  able  to  improve  the 
pupil  achievement  and  complete  the  required  fourth  grade  work 
for  the  year. 

Increased  school  population,  rising  costs,  and  state  legislation, 
have  increased  school  costs.  In  order  to  provide  more  funds  for 
education,  we  must  reduce  our  dependence  on  the  real  estate  tax. 

A  limited  sales  tax  has  been  proposed  on  non-essentials  with 
the  revenue  ear-marked  for  relief  of  the  high  property  taxes  through 
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increased  State  aid  to  education.  We  believe  that  this  could  be  a 
boon  for  small  towns  like  Mendon  and  hope  you  will  give  it  your 
support. 

The  Committee  wishes  to  extend  their  gratitude  to  the  School 
Building  Committee,  the  Administrators,  teachers,  custodians,  trans¬ 
portation  agents,  the  P.T.A.  and  to  all  the  people  of  the  town  who 
are  endeavoring  to  provide  an  adequate  education  for  the  citizens 
of  to-morrow.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF 
ELEMENTARY  SCHOOLS 


1964-1965 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  submit  my  first  report  as  Supervisor  of 
Elementary  Schools  for  School  Union  #59,  Mendon  and  Upton. 

The  elementary  school  Modem  Mathematics  Program  is  pro¬ 
gressing  smoothly.  Grades  1-5  are  now  supplied  with  new  mathe¬ 
matics  textbooks.  Grade  6  will  be  supplied  with  new  mathematics 
books  this  year. 

In  order  to  facilitate  the  transition  into  the  newer  mathematics 
for  parents,  the  PTA  members  were  invited  to  attend  a  Modem 
Math  Program  at  the  Nipmuc  Regional  High  School.  A  represen¬ 
tative  from  Holt,  Rinehart  &  Winston,  Inc.  publishing  company  pre¬ 
sented  an  overview  of  the  modern  math  program.  As  a  follow  up  to 
this  program  the  elementary  school  PTAs  are  presently  attending 
programs  presented  by  grade  level  teachers.  In  this  way  we  hope 
that  parents  are  becoming  familiar  with  the  new  math  concepts  and 
approaches  to  modem  math.  We  are  very  delighted  with  the  large 
turnouts  of  both  PTAs.  It  demonstrates  the  town’s  interest  in  edu¬ 
cation  and  change. 

The  Developmental  Reading  Program  under  the  instruction  of 
Mrs.  Grace  Hutchinson,  still  in  the  experimental  stage,  shows  trends 
of  being  a  very  important  part  of  our  total  educational  program.  A 
detailed  report  will  follow  later. 

Our  Physical  Education  Program  is  constantly  being  strength¬ 
ened  and  improved.  Pupils  in  grades  1-4  are  given  approximately 
10  minutes  per  day  physical  exercises.  Pupils  in  grades  5  and  6  have 
scheduled  40  minute  periods  for  gym  in  the  cafeterias.  When  fair 
weather  prevails,  the  pupils  participate  outdoors.  Mr.  Allan  Byrne, 
Physical  Education  Supervisor  for  the  High  School,  is  assisting  us 
in  developing  a  Physical  Education  Guide  for  the  elementary 
schools. 

Space  limitations  at  the  Mendon  Center  School  has  held  back 
the  program  to  a  degree  until  the  addition  to  the  school  has  been 
completed.  Space  and  scheduling  will  no  longer  be  a  problem. 
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Miss  Arlyne  Marcy,  Vocal  Music  Supervisor,  and  Mr.  Donald 
Thatcher,  Instrumental  Music  Supervisor  for  the  elementary  schools 
combined  the  talents  of  the  Glee  Club  and  Elementary  School  Band 
for  a  delightful  and  relaxing  standing-room-only  Christmas  Concert 
at  the  Nipmuc  Regional  High  School. 

The  “21-inch  Classroom”  television  programs  are  continually 
being  improved  by  Channel  2,  Boston.  The  programs  supplement 
the  curriculum  and  attempts  are  always  made  to  correlate  the  pro¬ 
gram  with  the  course  of  study  in  the  classroom. 

The  Elementary  School  Art  Program  under  the  supervision  of 
Mrs.  Helen  Thomas  for  Mendon,  and  Miss  Betsy  Jeffries  for  Upton 
is  developing  smoothly.  Along  with  the  regular  art  program,  art 
appreciation  is  being  introduced  gradually.  In  this  way  the  pupils 
become  familiar  with  famous  artists  and  their  works. 

Classroom  libraries  are  presently  used  in  Mendon.  When  the 
addition  is  completed  we  expect  to  use  the  Supervisor  s  office  in  the 
older  building  as  a  central  library.  The  office  has  the  space  and 
dimension  for  a  good  library. 

In  conjunction  with  National  Education  Week,  Parent-Teacher 
conferences  were  held.  It  was  gratifying  to  know  that  about  90%  of 
the  parents  attended  these  conferences. 

The  Health  Program  under  the  supervision  of  Mrs.  Janet  Stock- 
well  is  a  continuous  success.  Pupils  in  Grades  1  and  4  have  physical 
examinations  each  year.  Children  in  all  grades  are  given  eye  and 
ear  tests  each  year.  Pupils  who  fail  the  tests  are  retested. 

In  observance  of  the  National  School  Lunch  Week,  parents  of 
first  grade  children  in  both  towns  were  invited  to  dine  with  their 
children  in  the  school  cafeterias. 

In  conclusion,  I  have  enjoyed  working  in  the  elementary  school 
systems  in  both  towns  since  September,  and  look  forward  to  the 
challenges  ahead.  I  would  like  to  thank  the  School  Committee,  Mr. 
Sharp,  all  School  Personnel,  the  Parent-Teacher  Association,  the 
Band  Booster  Club,  and  the  Townspeople  for  their  kind  cooperation 
and  assistance.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL 
BUILDING  COMMITTEE 


To  the  citizens  of  Mendon,  the  School  Building  Committee 
submits  this  report: 

This  committee  was  appointed  by  the  Moderator,  Mr.  Clough, 
at  the  Special  Town  Meeting  of  January  15,  1964,  after  a  vote  was 
taken  by  the  town  meeting  to  construct  a  free  standing  addition  to 
the  Center  Elementary  School. 

This  committee  has  been  plagued  by  a  series  of  delays,  the 
first  of  which  was  the  refusal  of  the  sewerage  disposal  system,  by 
the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health.  After  much  study, 
a  solution  was  reached  and  the  Department  of  Public  Health  gave 
its  approval  in  July  after  three  months  of  delay. 

Bids  were  called  by  the  committee  to  be  opened  June  1,  1964 
and  the  General  Contract  was  awarded  June  22,  1964  to  the  Con- 
sigli  Construction  Co.,  Inc.  of  Milford,  Massachusetts,  for  the  con¬ 
tract  price  of  $218,482.00.  Construction  was  started  on  the  building 
in  July  1964. 

Progress  on  the  construction  was  considerably  slow  to  start  and 
progress  was  also  slow  due  to  ledge  encountered  in  the  foundation 
work  and  a  hold  up  in  steel  deliveries.  With  the  coming  of  late 
summer  and  fall  there  has  been  a  faster  tempo  and  considerable 
progress  on  the  school.  As  of  December  31,  1964,  75%  of  the  entire 
project  has  been  completed  thus  far  and  although  behind  schedule, 
the  committee  expects  to  have  the  school  open  for  the  1964-65 
school  year,  barring  any  future  delays. 

The  sewerage  disposal  bids  were  called  on  August  3,  1964,  but 
were  rejected  after  a  discrepancy  was  noted  in  the  type  of  pipe  that 
was  to  be  used.  Bids  were  recalled  on  September  30,  1964  and  it 
was  voted  to  award  the  Sewerage  Disposal  System  Contract  to  the 
Aldore  Tetreault  Construction  Co.,  of  Mendon,  for  a  contract  price 
of  $13,000.00. 
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Engineering  changes  were  made  to  keep  the  school  within  the 
budget  allowed.  The  all-glass  front  to  the  All-Purpose  Room  and 
the  bus  canopy  were  two  of  the  big  items  that  were  removed. 
Although  these  articles  were  deleted  from  the  school,  not  one  article 
was  changed  in  the  classroom  area,  therefore  keeping  the  class¬ 
rooms  up  to  Grade  A  standards. 

In  closing,  the  committee  would  like  to  point  out  that  the 
Town  of  Mendon  can  be  proud  of  this  new  school  plant,  with  six 
classrooms  and  the  latest  in  classroom  furniture  and  equipment, 
also  modern  Health  Room,  All-Purpose  Room,  Principal’s  Office  and 
Teachers’  room.  The  future  four  room  expansion  has  been  provided 
for,  with  sewerage  and  heating  facilities,  carried  to  the  future  addi¬ 
tion  site.

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To  the  Citizens  of  Mention  and  Upton: 

The  School  Committee  held  regular  scheduled  meetings  twice 
a  month  during  the  year.  Special  meetings  were  also  held  with  town 
officials  and  Finance  Committees  including  a  public  hearing  on  the 
budget. 

A  School  Committee,  as  representatives  of  the  citizens  of  the 
town  and  the  State  Department  of  Education,  has  the  responsibility 
of  providing  and  maintaining  required  standards  of  education  con¬ 
sistent  with  the  needs  and  means  of  the  school  district.  We  are  able 
to  report  that  an  excellent  educational  program  has  been  maintained 
during  the  year,  as  in  previous  years.  This  has  not  been  accom¬ 
plished,  however,  without  an  increase  of  expenditures.  It  is  esti¬ 
mated  that  the  proposed  budget  for  1965  will  show  an  increase  of 
9.4%  over  1964.  Although  this  is  slightly  less  than  the  percentage 
increase  last  year,  it  conforms  to  the  year  by  year  increases  reported 
by  practically  all  other  school  systems. 

The  major  part  of  the  educational  budget  is  derived  from  local 
property  taxes.  For  some  time  it  has  been  realized  that  financial 
assistance  on  a  State  level  is  indicated  to  relieve  the  local  tax  prob¬ 
lem.  Information  obtained  from  recent  reports  indicate  that  legis¬ 
lative  action  may  be  taken  this  year  to  correct  this  situation. 

One  of  the  important  tasks  of  the  School  Committee  this  year 
is  to  plan  for  providing  additional  classroom  space  and  facilities 
demanded  by  an  increased  school  enrollment.  At  present  the  Com¬ 
mittee  is  formulating  such  plans,  and  when  completed  will  be  pre¬ 
sented  at  a  town  meeting  for  your  consideration. 

For  more  detailed  information  regarding  the  program  and  oper¬ 
ation  of  the  Mendon-Upton  Regional  School,  we  refer  you  to  the 
reports  of  the  Superintendent  and  the  Principal.  We  wish  to  call 
your  attention  especially  to  the  enrollment  figures  given  in  their 
reports. 

We,  as  a  Committee,  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the 
school  personnel,  town  officials,  and  citizens  of  Mendon  and  Upton, 
for  their  cooperation  and  assistance  in  the  operation  of  an  expand¬ 
ing  school  system  during  the  past  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HIGH  SCHOOL  PRINCIPAL 

When  the  Nipmuc  Regional  High  School  was  evaluated  in  1963 
by  the  New  England  Association  of  Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools 
and  was  accepted  for  membership  in  that  organization,  one  of  the 
conditions  to  be  fulfilled  for  continued  membership  was  that  our 
school  was  to  act  on  all  of  the  recommendations  presented  by  the 
evaluating  committee.  These  recommendations  were  listed  in  the 
town  report  last  year. 


In  the  progress  report,  all  of  the  recommendations  must  be 
listed  in  one  of  the  five  categories  listed  below: 

1.  COMPLETED:  Progress  has  fully  met  or  exceeded  that 
specified  in  the  recommendation. 

2.  IN  PROGRESS:  Steps  have  been  taken  to  carry  out  the 
recommendation,  but  it  is  not  yet  fully  in  operation. 

3.  PLANNED  FOR  THE  FUTURE:  Although  these  items 
have  not  gone  beyond  the  planning  stage,  it  is  expected  that 
they  will  be  carried  out  as  soon  as  conditions  warrant. 

4.  REJECTED:  Recommendations  may  be  unacceptable,  im¬ 
practicable,  or  invalid  (arising  from  insufficient  observation 
or  faulty  understanding  of  the  situation ) . 

5.  NO  ACTION:  Items  on  which  nothing  has  been  accom¬ 
plished  or  planned. 

It  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  report  that  as  of  the  time  of  this 
report  34  percent  of  the  specific  recommendations  have  already 
been  completed  and  another  28  per  cent  are  in  progress.  Of  the 
remaining  items,  the  bulk  of  them  are  planned  for  the  future  and 
will  be  implemented  when  facilities  and  size  of  staff  permit. 

The  need  for  additional  facilities  is  now  an  acute  and  imme¬ 
diate  problem.  With  a  present  enrollment  which  is  already  strain¬ 
ing  our  facilities  to  the  fullest,  we  are  facing  an  even  greater  prob¬ 
lem  next  September  when  the  entering  seventh  grade  class  of  over 
140  will  be  nearly  double  the  size  of  this  year's  graduating  class. 
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In  the  junior  high  school,  we  no  longer  will  be  able  to  function 
with  only  four  sections  each  in  grades  seven  and  eight.  This  year 
our  seventh  grade  is  averaging  over  30  pupils  per  section  and  this 
has  a  significant  effect  upon  the  effectiveness  of  the  teaching  which 
can  be  done  at  this  level.  At  these  class  sizes,  the  individual  atten¬ 
tion  which  can  be  given  to  pupils  is  of  necessity  at  a  minimum. 

Next  year’s  seventh  grade  will  necessitate  a  minimum  of  at  least 
five  sections  just  to  house  these  pupils.  We  just  do  not  have  the 
space  for  all  of  these  youngsters  and  the  prospect  of  scheduling 
academic  classes  in  the  auditorium  and  cafeteria  is  not  a  happy  one. 

Our  high  school  enrollment  has  also  reached  the  point  at  which 
more  space  is  needed  if  we  are  to  maintain  an  effective  operation 
and  offer  a  curriculum  which  will  meet  the  needs  and  abilities  of 
our  pupils.  Many  of  our  classes  now  are  at  capacity  levels  and 
additional  sections  will  need  to  be  added  to  take  care  of  the  in¬ 
creased  enrollment  at  this  level. 

Our  total  school  enrollment  has  reached  the  point  at  which  we 
also  need  to  expand  the  library,  art,  music,  home  economics,  and 
cafeteria  facilities.  Also,  for  the  first  time,  next  September  we  shall 
have  more  pupils  in  the  building  than  we  have  corridor  lockers.  This 
will  create  the  problem  of  forcing  many  pupils  to  share  these 
lockers,  which  will  be  a  difficult  problem  to  resolve. 

Added  to  these  immediate  space  problems  is  a  projected  enroll¬ 
ment  of  approximately  800  pupils  for  the  school  by  1970. 

For  their  assistance  and  cooperation  during  the  past  year,  I 
wish  to  express  sincere  thanks  to  all  staff  members,  Superintendent 
Sharp,  members  of  the  school  committee,  and  to  all  other  persons 
and  organizations  who  contributed  in  any  way  to  the  program  and 
operation  of  the  Nipmuc  Regional  High  School.

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Mendon: 

The  Blackstone  Valley  Vocational  Regional  School  report  is 
hereby  submitted.  It  is  in  essence  a  report  of  progress.  After  much 
controversy  a  final  site  was  chosen  in  the  Town  of  Upton.  This  site 
was  chosen  after  nine  months  of  argument  and  was  a  compromise 
to  save  the  school  district.  Three  towns  had  refused  to  go  along 
with  the  original  site  chosen  in  Uxbridge  and  it  was  deemed  best 
to  make  an  alternate  selection.  The  vote  to  incur  debt  was  passed 
on  December  3  to  the  amount  of  $1,200,000.  The  construction  of 
the  school  is  supposed  to  start  by  the  month  of  June. 

The  ratio  of  Mendon  s  cost  is  2.329%  of  the  capital  cost;  the 
expenditures  for  operating  the  school  will  be  according  to  number 
of  pupils  attending. 

Mendon  will  be  allowed  to  send  at  least  eight  pupils  to  the 
school  when  it  is  in  full  operation. 

I  am  grateful  for  the  privilege  you  have  given  me  of  serving 
you  on  this  committee.

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FINANCE  COMMITTEE  TERMINOLOGY 

The  following  terms  are  frequently  used  in  the  Annual  and  Special 
Town  Meetings.  These  definitions  are  provided  in  order  to  give  every¬ 
one  a  better  understanding  of  their  meaning: 

SURPLUS  REVENUE: 

This  fund  represents  the  amount  by  which  the  Cash,  Accounts  Re¬ 
ceivable  and  other  floating  assets  exceed  the  liabilities  and  reserves. 

AVAILABLE  FUNDS:  (Often  referred  to  as  Free  Cash) 

A  fund  certified  annually  by  the  State  Bureau  of  Accounts  by  de¬ 
ducting  from  Surplus  Revenue  all  uncollected  taxes  for  prior  years. 

RESERVE  FUND: 

This  fund  is  established  by  the  voters  at  an  annual  town  meeting 
only  and  may  be  composed  of  1)  an  appropriation  not  exceeding  5% 
of  the  tax  levy  of  the  preceding  year;  2)  money  appropriated  from 
Overlay  Reserve;  or  3)  both.  Transfers  from  the  Reserve  Fund  are 
within  the  exclusive  control  of  the  Finance  Committee  and  are  for 
“extraordinary  or  unforeseen  expenditures.” 

OVERLAY: 

The  Overlay  is  the  amount  raised  by  the  Assessors  in  excess  of 
appropriations  and  other  charges  for  the  purpose  of  creating  a  fund 
to  cover  abatements  granted  and  avoiding  fractions. 

OVERLAY  RESERVE: 

This  is  the  accumulated  amount  of  the  Overlay  for  various  years 
not  used  or  required  to  be  held  in  the  specific  Overlay  account  for  a 
given  year,  and  may  be  used  by  vote  of  the  town  for  extraordinary  or 
unforeseen  purposes  or  voted  into  the  Reserve  Fund. 

ROAD  MACHINERY  FUND:  (An  Income  Account) 

The  Town  charges  for  municipally  owned  equipment  used  on 
State  (Ch.  81  &  90)  reimbursed  work.  This  charge  is  based  upon 
acceptable  rates  set  by  the  Mass.  D.P.W.  and  covers  equipment  such 
as  trucks,  back  hoes  and  rollers.  The  income  is  then  deposited  into 
this  account.  These  funds  are  later  appropriated  to  the  Road  Machinery 
Account. 
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ROAD  MACHINERY  ACCOUNT: 

This  is  an  Expense  Account  and  is  used  only  for  expenditures. 

STABILIZATION  FUND: 

A  special  account  created  to  provide  a  reserve  for  capital  expendi¬ 
tures.  The  State  will  match  sums,  taken  from  this  Fund,  under  certain 
conditions  during  the  first  year  only;  and  in  amounts  up  to  a  maximum 
of  $100,000.  This  will  reduce  Bonding  cost  for  Mendon. 


REPORT  OF 

THE  FINANCE  COMMITTEE 


Citizens  of  Mendon: 

This  year  your  Finance  Committee  is  recommending  that  the 
Town  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $460,558.51  at  the 
Annual  Town  Meeting.  Available  and  Special  Funds  will  total 
$69,112.35.  We  are  recommending,  under  Article  4,  $430,058.51;  and 
for  Special  Articles,  $30,500.00. 

General  Comments: 

These  recommendations  were  made  after  our  Sub-Committees 
met  with  the  various  Town  Departments  and  studied  their  salary 
and  expense  requirements.  All  effort  was  made  to  insure  that  suffi¬ 
cient  funds  were  available  for  efficient  operation  of  the 
Departments. 

We  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  to  those  Department  heads 
who  reduced  their  budget  requests  after  consulting  with  us  and  for 
the  cooperation  given  by  the  Selectmen. 

The  major  changes  in  the  Budget  Items  are: 

1.  General  Government: 

There  is  a  decrease  of  $700.  Increases  are  recommended  for 
Selectmen  Expense  (Perambulation),  Treasurer  Expense  (Type¬ 
writer  table),  Tax  Collector  Expense  (New  Typewriter),  Assessor 
Expense,  Town  Counsel  Expense,  and  Record  Room  Maintenance; 
and  we  are  recommending  salary  increases  of  $200  for  Treasurer 
and  $100  for  Tax  Collector.  Decreases  in  the  Town  Clerk  Expense, 
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Elections  and  Registrations,  and  the  Town  Hall  Maintenance,  more 
than  offset  the  increases  in  this  category. 

2.  Protection  of  Persons  and  Property: 

W e  are  recommending  an  increase  of  $555  in  the  Police  Depart¬ 
ment,  and  $50  each  for  Fire  Department  and  Civil  Defense.  Also 
$1700  for  Police  Cruiser  trade-in. 

3.  Health  and  Sanitation: 

The  increase  of  $550  is  due  to  an  increase  in  rates  at  the  County 
Hospital. 

4.  Highways: 

An  increase  of  $200  is  recommended  for  the  Road  Machinery 
Account.  No  vehicle  will  be  traded  in  this  year,  but  a  new  sander 
is  needed  for  which  we  recommend  the  sum  of  $2500.  Both  of  these 
sums  to  be  appropriated  from  the  Road  Machinery  Fund. 

5.  Charities: 

An  increase  of  $2515  is  recommended.  This  is  due  to  an  in¬ 
crease  in  nursing  home  rates,  also  a  raise  has  been  granted  to  the 
Welfare  Agent. 

6.  Veterans5  Benefits: 

A  decrease  of  $600  is  recommended  due  to  reductions  in  case 
loads. 

7.  Schools: 

An  increase  of  $21,758.45  is  recommended.  The  major  factors 
contributing  to  this  increase  are:  1.  Increase  in  teachers  salaries. 
2.  Renovations  in  the  Elementary  School  cafeteria.  3.  Need  for  a 
new  well  at  the  Center  School.  4.  More  pupils  desiring  Vocational 
Education.  5.  Assessments  for  interest  charges  for  Blackstone  Valley 
Regional  Vocational  School. 

8.  Library: 

A  slight  increase  to  cover  minimum  hour  requirements. 

9.  Parks  and  Recreation: 

No  change  in  Park  Department  total  funds.  The  Town  Beach 

is  now  a  part  of  this  category. 
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10.  Pensions: 

Decrease  of  $14.10  in  Pension  costs. 

11.  Unclassified: 

In  this  category  we  are  recommending  $4000  for  insurance  on 
Town  buildings,  this  is  an  increase  of  over  $1300  due  to  change  in 
insurance  rates  and  coverage. 

12.  Public  Service  Enterprise: 

No  change  recommended. 

13.  Maturing  Debt  and  Interest: 

An  increase  of  $11,770.50  is  recommended  to  cover  the  pay¬ 
ments,  with  interest,  on  the  Town  (White’s)  Beach  loan,  and  the 
Center  School  addition  loan.  We  are  also  recommending  an  in¬ 
crease  of  $300  for  interest  on  temporary  loans. 

SPECIAL  ARTICLES: 

Stabilization  Fund: 

Recommend  that  $15,000  be  appropriated  from  Available 
Funds.  This  includes  the  remaining  $5000  credited  to  the  Town 
from  the  Nipmuc  Regional  School  District. 

Reducing  Tax  Levy: 

Recommend  that  $15,000  be  appropriated  from  Available  Funds 
to  reduce  the  Tax  Levy  of  1965. 

300th  Anniversary  Fund: 

Recommend  that  $500  be  appropriated  from  Available  Funds 
for  the  purpose  of  establishing  a  300th  Anniversary  Fund.

To  appropriate  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be 
necessary  to  defray  Town  Expenses  for  the  financial  year  beginning 
January  1,  1965.  (See  Schedule  A.) 

Article  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  provisions 
of  G.L.  Chapter  40,  Section  6F  which  provides  for  certain  limited 
repairs  on  such  private  roads  within  the  Town  as  required  by  public 
convenience  and  necessity,  as  designated  by  the  Selectmen. 

Article  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  increase  the  number 
of  Constables  to  be  elected  at  future  Town  Meetings  so  that  one 
Constable  will  be  elected  for  the  usual  three-year  term  at  each 
Annual  Town  Meeting. 

Article  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  a  sum 
of  money  from  Available  Funds  in  the  Town  Treasury  for  the  cele- 
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bratioii  of  the  3Q0tli  Anniversary  of  the  incorporation  of  the  Town 
in  1967,  or  do  or  act  in  any  manner  pertaining  thereto. 

(Recommend  $500.00) 

Article  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum 
of  fifteen  thousand  dollars  ($15,000)  from  Available  Funds  in  the 
Town  Treasury  to  the  Stabilization  Fund. 

(Recommend  $15,000.00) 

Article  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  from 
Available  Funds  in  the  Town  Treasury  as  of  January  1,  1965  the 
sum  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars  ($15,000)  to  reduce  the  tax  levy  for 
the  current  year,  or  do  or  act  in  any  manner  pertaining  thereto. 

(Recommend  $15,000.00)
